He  gave  me  a  small  charm  which  was  well 
worn  from  someone  having  carried  if  a  long 
lime.  I  was  touched  We  embraced  and  said 
goodbye. 

Slevie's  kind  acts  were  his  way  of  making 
us  part  of  his  family;  the  family  which  he  no 
longer  had.

equipmenl,  tractors,  and  fertilizer  is 
skyrocketing;  production  money  is  short  and 
commodities  are  cheaper  than  ever.  But  still, 
in  a  recent  survey  of  farmers,  95  percent  of 
those  questioned  said  there  was  nothing  they 
would  rather  be  doing  for  a  living.  Last  year 
we,  Ihe  American  farmers,  produced  enough 
food  lo  feed  78  others  and  ourselves.  Twenty 
years  ago,  we  couldn't  even  do  half  that  well. 
Because  of  American  agriculture,  we  have  lo 
work  only  16  minutes  lor  one  pound  of  beef;  in 
China,  435  minutes  are  required.  In  America, 
we  work  just  six  minutes  for  a  dozen  eggs,  but 
in  China  you  have  to  work  263.  Our  agriculture 
is  still  Ihe  world's  greatesl
